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Brief  History  of  Blackburn 


In  1835  the  Rev.  Gideon  Black- 
burn, D.  D.,  a  Presbyterian  minis- 
ter residing-  at  Carlinville,  conceived 
the  plan  of  founding  an  institution 
of  -  learning  for  his  church  in  the 
new  western  country.  His  object, 
like  that  of  the  founders  of  all  our 
early  colleges,  was  to  promote  young 
men  for  the  office  of  the  Gospel  min- 
istry. 

Dr.  Blackburn  worked  out  a  won- 
derful plan  to  secure  money  for  the 
founding  of  such  an  institution.  The 
government  at  that  time  was  placing 
upon  the  market  large  tracts  of  land 
in  this  section  of  the  country.  Dr. 
Blackburn  volunteered  to  give  person- 
al service  in  entering  land  for  the 
friends  of  the  cause  on  these  terms: 
two  dollars  were  to  be  paid  him  for 
each  acre;  of  this  amount  he  paid 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for 
the  land,  reserved  twenty-iive  cents 
for  his  services  and  invested  the  re- 
maining fifty  cents  in  land  for  the 


institution.  Thru  this  plan  he  rais- 
ed funds  sufficient  to  enter  a  frac- 
tion over  16,656  acres  for  the  college. 

To  secure  this  institution  at  Car- 
linville the  citizens  of  this  town  con- 
tributed sufficient  funds  to  purchase 
80  acres  of  land,  the  present  site  of 
the  school. 

In  1857,  Blackburn's  charter  was 
granted.  In  1859  a  primary  school 
was  opened.  In  1862  the  Academy 
department  was  begun.  In  1864 
and  1865  a  full  collegiate  course  was 
oflfered.  In  1867  a  Theological  de- 
partment was  organized. 

From  1867  to  1912  Blackburn  rose 
and  fell  like  all  small  institutions 
in  the  middle  west. 

In  1912,  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Hudson  Ph. 
D.  D.  D.,  became  president)  and 
worked  out  the  self-help  plan,  which 
makes  Blackburn  a  new  and  a  diflfer- 
ent  school. 

Blackburn,  thru  Dr.  Hudson's 
work  and  plans  now  has  a  produc- 
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tive  endowment  of  four  hundred 
and  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with 
a  promised  one  hundrecj  thousand 
dollar  new  Dorm  and  a  twenty-five 
thousand  dollar  heating  plant. 


The  Begiiiiiiiig. 


HOW  best  to  begin  this  school  year 
is  a  question  before  us  all.  We 
certainly  want  to  make  this  the  best 
year  for  the  school  and  for  ourselves. 
We  in  the  class  of  '21  want  to  make 
it  a  banner  year  for  our  class  and  for 
ourselves. 

If  these  things  be  true,  theii  the 
one  great  thing  for  us  to  do  and  the 
me  thing  which  will  put  this  task 
well  on  its  way  is  nothing  more  or 
less  than  a  good  beginning  in  this 
school  year. 

At  the  close  of  each  school  year 
we  find  a  number  of  students  striv- 
ing and  struggling  to  correct  the 
mistakes  and  errors  of  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  and  by  the  time  they  are 
ready  to  give  real  life  and  vim  to 
their  work  the  school  year  is  gone, 
and  gone  forever. 

A  good  beginning  beyond  any 
question  turns  all  our  energies  into 
the  right  channel.  We  need  not 
spend  weary  and  toilsome  hours  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  retracing  our 
steps,  cramming  an  unlearned  lesson, 
or  revising  unwise  and  unpracticable 
plans,  if  we  get  the  right  start.  . 

On  all  sides  today  we  see  and  read 
of  careers  of  brilliant  possibility 
marred  by  wrong  beginnings.  In 
life  many  of  us  make  mistakes 
which  we  never  get  over.  A  bad 
foundation  always  causes  destruc- 
tiorx.    So    in  this  school  year  we 


should  avoid  all  possible  mistakes, 
and  put  down  a  solid  rock  foundar 
tion  at  the  beginning  if  we  wish  lo 
write  success  over  this  year's  work; 

To  me  in  order  to  make  this  a  suct 
cessful  year  we  must  begin  well. 
Many  of  us  will  go  th^-ough  the  year 
in  doubt  and  shadows.  We  will 
never  have  real  joy  and  happiness, 
because  at  the  beginning  we  failed 
to  realize  the  great  blessedness?  of 
the  privileges  to  whkh  we  as  stu- 
dents are  entitled.  Just  let  every 
academic  student  realise  that  he  or 
she  is  the  one  in  fifteen  and  the 
college  student  that  he  or  she  is  the 
one  in  fifty  that  have  the  privilege 
to  secure  a  higher  education,  and 
then  perhaps  they  can  receive  just 
a  faint  vision  of  the  multitude  of 
privileges  which  lie  before  them  as 
students. 

This  privilege  of  being  a  student 
should  act  "as  a  stiipulus  to  make  us 
begin  each  school  year  with  the  best 
that  we  have.  This -  best  that  we 
have  for  a  good  beginning  means 
two  things  to  me,  and  they  are  Clear- 
ness and  Definiteness  in  aim. 

On  all  sides  today  we,  are  hearing 
of  men  who  have  failed,  and  of  men 
who  are  failing  because  they  had 
and  have  no  settled  purpose,  no  de- 
fined plan.  They  have  no  goal  be- 
fore them  for  which  they  with  all 
their  energies  should  be  striving  to 
reach.  There  is  in  their  mind  no 
clear  and  distinct  idea  toward  which 
they  should  be  pulling.  They  simp- 
ly drift  along  in  the  current  and  are 
bore  wherever  it  flows.  Tliey. 
never  become  masters  in  life,  and 
are  never  good  slaves.  They  con- 
quer nothing  but  are  the  poor  crea- 
tures of  circumstance.     Such  lives. 
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are  indeed  unworthy  of  intelligent 
beings  such  as  college  students  shoulq 
be.  They  never  reach  any  higher 
standard  in  life  and  certainly  never 
attain  any  success. 

If  you  have  ever  talked  to  a  sculp- 
tor he  \^11  tell  you  that  he  never 
thinks  about  touching  a  piece  of 
marble  until  he  has  in  his  mind  a 
definite  conception  of  his  work  as  it 
will  appear  wheii^  finished.  He 
sees  before  him  a  vision  of  his  work 
and  then  sets  to  work  to  fashion  and 
to  dut  out' the  vision  in  the  stone. 
No  Guilder  begins  to  erect  a  house 
until  a  complete  plan  embracing 
every  detail  has  been  made.  If  in 
the  material  world  men  must  have 
definite  and  clear  aims  before  them 
before  they  begin  their  task,  we  in 
the  school  life  should  have  some  such 
plans. 

We  are  in  the  period  of  character 
•building,  and  destiny  shaping,  and 
so  many  of  us  fail  to  exercise  wisdom 
in  the  definite  plan  of  our  lives. 
Many  of  us  never  give  any  thought 
to  the  questions  about  our  lives. 

What  is  your  life?  What  are  you 
making  of  life?  What  is  the  best 
thing  you  are  dofng  to  make  your 
life  successful?  What  is  your  aim 
m  existence  ? 

I  am  going  to  say  that  about  one- 
half  of  we  students  live  aimlessly  ; 
we  have  no  sense  of  real  responsi- 
bility, no  earnest  purpose  to  rise 
above  the  average  student.  This 
sort  of  living  is  well  worthy  of  a 
tree  or  a  plant  but  not  of  a  college 
student. 

"Every  student  should  have  a  clear 
and  definite  aim  as  to  what  his  life 
is;  what  he  is  going  to  make  of  his 
life;  what  things  are  best  for  him 


to  do  to  obtain  the  highest  standards 
of  life.  "  ' 

Thus  to  me  if  we  can  begin  this 
school  year  with  an  answer  to  these 
questions  and  can  have  a  clear  and 
definite  plan  in  our  life,  and  follow 
it  up  with  a  devoted  and  consecrated 
purpose  we  can  certainly  make  this 
a  banner  year  for  the  school  and  for 
the  student  body.

Red  Letter  Day  at  Black- 
burn. 


FRIDAY,  October  1st,  was  a  ''red 
letter  day"  at  Blackburn  col- 
lege. Mr.  W.  G.  Bierd,  President  of 
the  Chicago  &  Alton  Ry.,  and  Mr. 
Burridge  D.  Butler,  publisher  of  the 
Prairie  Farmer,  and  Rev.  Ira  W.  Al- 
len, D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian church  of  La  Grange,  111., 
came  down  from  Chicago  in  Mr. 
Bierd's  private  car  to  attend  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Mr. 
Bierd  brought  with  him  Mr.  Doug- 
las, the  chief  engineer  of  the  C.  & 
A.  Ry.,  and  Mr.  Douglas  went  over 
the  campus  carefully  with  the  trus- 
tees in '  order  to  begin  plotting  out 
the  campus  for  future  building  oper- 
ations. Mr.  Douglas  laid'  out  the 
campus  for  the  University  of 
Pittsburg  and  is  one  of  the  well 
known  engineers  of  the  country.  It 
is  a  matter  of  great  good  fortune  to 
Blackurn  to  have  his  services  in  this 
very,  important  matter.  The  imme- 
diate plans  look  forward  to  the  de- 
velopment of  Seminary  Avenue  and

the  erection  of  a  central  heating 
plant.  This  should  be  completed 
within  the  next  twelve  months.  Fol- 
lowing that,  the  college  hopes  to  have 
the  money  in  hand  for  the  erection 
of  a  young  women's  dormitory.  The 
treasurer's  report  to  the  Board  or 
Trustees  showed  a  total  asset  column 
of  $695,586.00,  productive  assets 
$502,258.00,  with  the  estimated  in- 
come from  the  endowment  of  $25,- 
020.00.  A  comparative  statement 
of  the  assets  of  the  college  the  year 
before  th^e  self-halp  plan*  was  in- 
augurated showing  at  that  time,  the 
total  assets  were  $185,250.00,  so  that 
during  this  period  the  college  has 
added  overl  half  a  million  dollars. 
The  total  expense  for  operation  in 
1911-12  was  $9,101.00,  while  the  ex- 
pense of  operation  last  year  amount- 
ed to  $55,149.00.  The  cost  of  carry- 
ing a  tuition  student  last  year  was 
$226.58.  The  student  paid  $68  of 
this  amount,  so  that  the  college  lost 
on  each  tuition  student  $118.50. 
The  cost  of  carrying  a  self-help  stu- 
dent was  $576.84.  Of  this  amount 
the  student  paid  in  cash  $140  and' in 
work  $108,  making  a  total  of  $248, 
so  that  the  loss  on  each  self-help  stu- 
dent was  $384.84.  In  other  words, 
for  every  self-help  student  the  col- 
lege paid  out  from  endowment  and 
gifts  made  by  friends,  $328  while 
the  student  paid  in  cash  and  labor 
$248. 

The  board  nominated  the  follow- 
ing men  to  be  trustees :  Rev.  John  T. 
Thomas,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  church  of  Springfield, 
111.,  to  be  the  Blackburn  professor  of 
Theology.  Mr.  Gilson  Brown,  at- 
torney at  law,  Alton,  111.,  and  Mr. 
Dudley  C.  Smith,  Jr.,  of  Normal,  111. 


These  men  have  already  indicated 
their  willingness  to  accept  a  position 
on  the  board  and  will  bs  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  Blackburn  college 
board.  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Wilson,  the 
president  of  Wilson  &  Co.,  Chicago, 
and  Mr.  R.  W.  Steuart,  chairman -of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Stahdr 
ard  Oil  Co.,  were  also  nominated  and 
Mr.  Bierd  was  instructed  to  confer 
with  them  in  regard  to  accepting  a 
position  on  the  board. 

A  committee  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, consisting  of  Mr.  Bierd,  Mr. 
Butler  and  Mr,  Rinaker,,  was  ap 
pointed  to  formulate  a  definite  plan 
to  secure  life  members  in  the  Black- 
burn, society.  Also,  to  inaugurate 
a  campaign  to  secure  donors  who., 
would  give  $1,000  toward  Black- 
burn's building  fund* 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  general 
board  of  education  of  New  York 
City,  which  advised  the  trustees, 
that  the  board  had  set  aside  $25,000 
of  the  New  Era  fund  for  the  year^ 
1922-23  for  Blackburn  on  condition 
that  the  college  raise  $75,000  addir 
tional  for  building  and  endowment, 
purposes.  This  offer  was  accepted 
with  thanks  and  the  present  cam- 
paign will  be  seeking  to  secure  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  this  $75,- 
000.  . 

In  the  evening  Mr.  Bierd.  Mr.  But- 
ler and  Dr.  Allen  made  short  talks 
to  the  students  in  which  thev  spoke 
in  a  most  enthusiastic  manner  of* 
the  great  future  which  awaits  Black- 
burn college.

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A  Comparison  of  the  After- 
math of  Wars — Ancient 
mid  Modern. 


EMMITT  FULLMER. 

THERE  is  no  other  book  which 
gives  the  present  day  readers 
such  an  insight  into  Ancient  Greek 
history  as  the  Odyssey.  This  book  is 
better  than  most  histories  because  it 
not  only  tells  of  the  events  which 
took  place  at.  that  time  but  it  also  de- 
scribed the  people,  their  beliefs,  cus- 
toms and  religion.  Although  the 
date  at  which  the  Odyssey  was  writ- 
ten is  not  known  and  the  language 
that  was  used  then  is  not  commonly 
Used  now,  yet  the  reader  of  today 
will  find  that  the  thoughts  and  emo- 
tions expressed  by  that  writer,  who 
IS  supposed  to  have  been  a  minstel 
named  Homer,  back  in  the  dusty 
ages  of  history,  are  very  similar  to 
the  thoughts  and  emotions  of  many 
a  "rookie"  in  the  recent  European 
war.  There  is  a  broad  contrast  in 
this  comparison,  of  course,  but  this 
mingling  of  the  ancient  and  modern 
is  interesting. 

'  "Captain"  Odysseus  started  home- 
ward after  the  capture  of  Troy  with 
a  full  company.  The  men  were  not 
dressed  as  well  as  members  of  our 
A.  E.  F.  but  doubtless  they  consider- 
ed themselves  well  equipped.  Their 
warships  were  hardly  comparable 
with  the  present  day  vessels.  The 
soldier  under  Odysseus  instead  of 
loafing  around  the  deck  or  leaning 
over  the  rail,  was  not  only  taking 
pTaysical  exercise  at  his  oar,  but  also 


working  for  his  passage  by  propell- 
ing the  boat.  He  could  not  travel 
fast  or  far  in  this  fashion  and  be- 
cause of  this  reason  the  ancient 
"jacky"  if  he  could  live  again  would 
be  amazed  at  the  number  of  foreign 
lands  that  have  been  discovered  since 
the  time  when  he  roamed  the  seas 
in  pre-historic  style.  If  he  were 
present  after  a  modern  battle  and 
saw  how  the  doctors  and  nurses 
dressed  the  wounds  in  a  clean  and 
antiseptic  way,  he  might  insist  that 
that  washing  a  wound  in  perfumed 
H20  and  olive  oil  and  then  wrapping 
it  in  silk  or  some  other  expensive 
cloth  would  be  the  better  way.  Then 
if  he  chanced  around  the  vessel  he 
would  observe  the  quiet  earnestness 
on  the  sailors'  faces  as  they  lower- 
ed one  of  their  dead  comrades  to  the 
care  of  the  ocean  in  a  canvas  bag 
with  a  lead  weight  attached  to  one 
end  and  perhaps  a  flag  wrapped 
around  the  grim  canvass  as  a  last 
acknowledgment  of  services  well 
rendered.  The  soldier  of  olden  times 
would  contendi  that  feastings  and 
celebrations  should  take  place  since 
the  beloved  deceased  had  gone  to  a 
land  free  from  care,  but  the  modern 
"salt"  is  not  so  certain  of  the  luck 
of  the  departed  and  hence  the  heart- 
felt feeling.  Captain  Odysseus 
would  have  run  out  of  canvas  bags 
before  he  arrived  home  if  he  had 
buried  his  men  in  the  "wine-dark 
deep,"  whi'^h  was  the  ancients'  ad- 
jective for  the  modern  phraseology — 
"Davy  Jones  Locker."  Just  as  com- 
manders in  present  day  wars  lost 
many  of  their  men  through  misfor- 
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tune  and  battles,  so  did  that  daring 
leader  on  his  way  home  from  Troy 
lose  many  men  from  his  company. 
Some  of  his  ships  were  wrecked  by 
storms  and  their  brave  crews  lost, 
so  also  did  many  of  our  men  start 
across  the  ocean  but  never  reached 
their  destination. 

The  carefree  spirit  of  the  wander- 
er surrounded  Odysseus  much  of 
the  time,  and  although  he  thought 
that  he  was  caused  to  wander  for 
displeasing  the  Gods,  the  soldier  of 
modern  times  would  have  defined  it 
as  the  spirit  of  restlessness.  This 
mysterious  emotion  was  the  most 
contagious  disease  experienced  by 
those  who  had  a  taste  of  the  life  in 
olive  drab.  Every  new  place  loomed 
as  a  paradise  as  long  as  it  could  not 
be  reached,  but  if  by  chance  he 
reached  this  paradise,  the  beauty  of 
the  mind's  eye  faded  into  a  mocking 
substitute  of  places  previously  va- 
cated, and  bitterly  reminded  him 
that  pursuit  is  a  greater  pleasure 
than  possession.  Such  was  true  of 
the  company  under  the  command  of 
Odysseusw  Sometimes  they  moved 
on  because  of  the  hostility  of  the 
people  inhabiting  that  land  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Cyclops,  but  more  often 
it  was  due  to  the  beckoning  hopes 
of  returning  once  more  to  their  own 
country. 

The  desire  to  return  home  affect- 
ed Odysseus  just  as  strongly  during 
his  ten  years  of  wandering  ias  it 
did  the  ''rookies''  during  the  recent 
war.  During  the  many  years  that 
Odysseus  was  with  the  nimph  Circi 
he  mourned  because  there  was  no 
way  for  him  to  return  to  his  home 
and  friends.  Many  of  our  boys  ex- 
perienced the  same  longing  when 
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surrounded  by  the  French  CirciB. 
Again  when  Odysseus's  men  wer« 
turned  into  swine  by  the  enchantress 
and  he  was  retained  by  her  love,  bis 
desire  for  his  wife  and  child  drew 
him  on  until  he  resumed  his  wander- 
ings and  searchings. 

The  recent  soldiers'  sentimental 
thoughts  of  the  home  fireside  often 
linked  themselves  however  with  the 
satisfaction  of  wondering  how  many 
real  meals  he  would  consume  in  a 
single  day  after  being  mastered  out 
of  service.  The  peculiar  human 
characteristic  of  feasting  held  good 
during  the  days  of  the  Odyssey,  as 
is  mentioned  many  times  how  Odys- 
seus and  his  companions  were  in- 
clined to  feast  whenever .  good  for- 
tune befell  them.  > 

It  is  not  necessary  to  lengthen  the 
imagination  to  suppose  that  Odys- 
seus and  his  companions  made  many 
resolutions  just  as  the  ex-service  men 
did,  that  they  would  never  care  to 
leave  their  homes  again.  The  love 
for  friends  is  strongest  when  one  can 
not  go  to  them.  The  prepent  rest- 
lessness after  the  recent  war  is  simi- 
larly}  'evidenced  in  'The  Odyssey" 
and  was  just  as  strong^^an^  Odysseus 
even  after  he  had  finally  reached 
home.  Observing  men  have  lately 
expressed  surprise  that  discharg:ed 
soldiers  are  slow  to  settle  down  to 
their  pre-war  occupations,  but  if  they 
would  read  Tennyson's^ -"Ulysses'' 
they  would  be  able  to  reas4)n  that 
such  a  situation  is  an  ingi^ined  in- 
stinct of  several  thousand  years'  dur- 
ation. 

It  is  man's  instincts  which  I  cou- 
sider  to  be  the  connecting  link  bt> 
tween  the  period  in  which  Odys3«u» 
lived  and  the  present  era  and  which 
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jnade  fighting  men  experience  simi- 
lar thoughts  and  emotions  during 
sail  ages.  It  is  this  similarity  pres- 
ent in  'The  Odyssey"  which  makes 
it,  in  my  mind,  a  piece  of  literature 
for  every  age  and  period. 


Blackburn   Student  Body 
Notes. 


•  The  Blackburn  Student  Body  is  an 
'organization  of  students  only,  whose 
purpose  it  is  to  protect  student 
rights  in  the  school  ana  to  conduct 
and  promote  social  activities  for  all 
the  students,  regardless  of  their 
membership  in  the  literary  societies 
or  their  christian  associations. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  students  enrolled  at  Blackburn 
this  year.  The  college  has  promised 
to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Stu- 
dent Body  $5  for  each  student.  This 
money  is  to  be  used  for  athletics  and 
other  expenses  incurred  by  student 
functions. 

•  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Student 
Body  to  promote  thru  its  channels  a 
spirit  of  independence  which  will  put 
every  student  on  his  honor  both  from 
a  standpoint  of  scholarship  and  of 
discipline.  Blackburn  does  not  have 
a  recognized  system  of  Student 
Government  but  if  every  student  will 
co-operate  there  is  no  reason  why  an 
Absolute  Honor  System  may  not  be 
established  here.  If  student  prob- 
lems arise,  talk  things  over  with 
your  fellow  students,  get  a  student 
viewpoint  of  the  situation,  and  then 
judge  for  yourself  and  do  what  you 
think!  is  the  wise .  and\best  thing. 
This  is  what  makes  a  thinking  man 
or  woman  and  develops  a  mind  of 
their    own.    We    cannot  be  world 


leaders  if  we  do  not  learn  to  think 
out  problems  while  we  are  apprenti- 
ces. 

Come  on  Blackburn.  Let's  make 
the  Blackburn  Student  Body  one  that 
Bradstreet  and  Dunn  would  rate 
"A." 

The  officers  for  the  year  are:

In  1864,  Robert  B.  Minton,  known 
as  Uncle  Bobby,  professor  of  Math- 
ematics and  Astronomy,  conceived 
the  idea  of  a  literary    society  at 
Blackburn,  and  in  January  of  that 
year,  the  Philomathean  Literary  so- 
ciety had  its  birth. 

Five  years  later  some  of  its  best 
members  voluntarily  -  withdrew  to 
promote  friendly  rivalry  in  matters 
literary  and  founded  the  Orthopa- 
tetic  society.

Blackburn  has  prospects  of  hav- 
ing a  great  football  team  this  season. 
The  majority  of  the  letter  men  are 
back,  with  some  experienced  men  en- 
tering college,  and .  with  those  who 
did  not  make  the  team  last  year, 
gives  Coach  Raup  plenty  of  good 
material  from  which  to  select  a 
strong  squad. 

Coach  Raup  is  better  prepared  to 
drill  the  men  in  the  gentle  art  of 
foot  ball,  since  he  spent  considerable 
time  this  summer  studying  the  game 
from  a  scientific  standpoint  at  Col- 
umbia University.  The  old  players 
form  a  nucleus  around  which  Black- 
burn hopes  to  build  the  strongest 
team  that  she  has  ever  had.  Foley 
is  bj*ck  with  all  of  his  pep,  and  gen- 
eralship at  quarters;  Noorigan  is 
playing  left  halfback,  with  Robinson 
at  right  half,  while  Thomas  and 
Downey  are  working  for  the  fullback 
position.  Eklund  and  Everett,  two 
old  letter  men,  are  holding  the  ends, 
but  Fred  Morse,  another  old  player, 
watches  hungrily.  Secor,  who  is 
probably  the  heaviest  man  on  the 
team,  is  playing  guard  this  season, 
with  Foiles,  another  heavyweight,  as 
the  other  guard.  "Fatty"  Foiles' 
name  is  deceiving,  in  that  he  is  all 
muscle,  ihstead  of  that  portion  of 
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carbohydrates,  commonly  termed 
fat. 

Kappler  has  been  the  only  unfor- 
tunate man  this  year,  having  had 
both  bones  in  his  right  leg  broken.

Bloomington  Normal  Game. 

On  Saturday,  October  2d,  Black- 
burn won  from  Bloomington  Normal 
at  Bloomington,  by  a  score  of  14-0. 
The  Bloomington  lineup  was  rather 
weak  and  Blackburn  did  not  have 
much  trouble  in  advancing  the  ball 
either  by  end  runs,  off  tackle  runs  or 
plunges  thru  center. 

The  Normal  players  showed  a 
brand  of  sportsmanship,  which  is  sel- 
dom displayed  in  foot  ball.  This  is 
commendable,  both  to  the  team  and 
to  the  school.  They  did  not  display 
any  hard  feelings  when  they  realized 
that  they  were  losing  the  game,  as 
is  often  the  case,  but  they  played  a 
clean  game  all  the  way  thru. 

Foley,  Noorigian  and  Robinson 
were  the  main  stays  in  the  Black- 


burn team.  Foley  in  directing  the 
team  picked  Normal's  weak  points  in 
attacking  the  line  and  proceeded  to 
make  the  holes. 

The  first  touchdown  came  late  in 
the  second  quarter,  when  **Noorie" 
carried  the  ball  from  Normal's  ten- 
yard  line  to  their  three-yard  line 
and  Foley  carried  the  pig-skin  across 
the  line  on  a  line  plunge  thru  center. 

The  next  touchdown  was  made  in 
the  third  quarter,  when  Robinson 
made  a  run  around  left  end  and  laid 
it  down  for  another  six  points. 
The  safety  came  near  the  end  of  the 
game  when  Harrison  attempted  a 
forward  pass  from  behind  Normal's 
goal.  The  ball  struck  the  cross  bar 
but  was  recovered  by  Harrison  who 
was  tackled  by  Secor.
